Author Carson, with her back- 
ground of English composition, 
a degree in biology plus grad- 


Hopkins university, has embay- 
ked on a voyage of discovery, 
which she combines effectively 
in getting across scientific facts 
to the layman. She spent 16 
years with the US Fish and 
Wildlife Service before she r> 
signed to devote more time to 
writing, Her “Edge of the Sea” 
appeared in 1955, followed by 


“The Sea Around Us” and “The 
Silent Spring.” The latter is a 
protest in behalf of life itsell. 


The first ‘chapter, entitled 
“The Fable of Tommorrow,” 
tells of the shadow of death 


with its beautiful 
countryside. This

exist, has silent farms, lifeless 
streams, stilled forests and stri- 
inhabitants.

There 
are ski enthusiasts even in com- 
munities far removed from snow 
and mountains who make an- 
nual pilgrimages to winter re- 
sorts for a few days on thy 
slopes. 

It is common knowledge that 
skiing has its accident thazards.

Ski experts report that must 
accidents re caused by the 
skier’s poor physical condition 
and overvonfidence. Thug the 
basic to remise of ski safety is 
to get and stay in good physical 
condition and to be realistic in 
your estimate of your own abil- 
ity to ‘handle yourself in the 
emergencies that arise in the 
mile-a-minute dash down one of 
the big runs. 

Beginning, if possible, eight 
to twelve weeks before the ski 
season, start exercising regu- 
larly with half knee bends, toe- 
walking, toe touching and a 
few push-ups. Tip toe walking 
will help strengthen the lover 
leg muscles. For thigh muscles, 
sit on the edge of a table, lift 
your legs and straighten them 
out slowly. Then add weights 
(canned goods in a pillow case 
will do). When you can lift 35 
pounds with each leg in this

Days Longer 
But Weather 


Isn’t Warmer 


You may shave noticed the 
lunger hours of sunshine late- 
ly, but don't expect warmer 
weather yet, advises U of M as- 


tronomer Hazel M. Losh. 


The old saying, “As the days 
lengthen, the cold strengthens,” 
is particularly appropriate du- 
ring this month. The rate of 
earth’s theating ‘has not yet 
overtaken its rate of cooling. 
{[t will in early February. 


Since the winter — solstice 
(Dec. 22, 1962) the days are 
growing longer until, by the 
end af Jannary, there will have 
been about 50 minutes increase 
over the short days of Decem- 
ber, explains the Michigan as- 
tronomer. 


“The lengthening of the days 
will be decidedly more notice- 
able in the evening with the 
later setting of the sun than 
in its earlier rising in the morn- 
ing. 


“This is because at this time 
of the year the sun is moving 
along its yearly path fastest, 
delaying its rising and setting 
as timed by our clocks,” Pro- 
fessor Losh notes. Our stan- 
dard time clocks are always 
ahead of the sun, but at this 
time of year they are farthest 
ahead, hence the later setting 
of the sun. 


Two planets are on promin- 
ent display during Januaary, 
Professor Losh points out. Mars, 
reddish and very bright, rises 
at around 8 p.m. in the eastern 


sky to shine the whole night 
through. 


Venus may be seen in ‘the 
morning sky, shining high in the 
southeastern sky around 7 a.m. 
and later in nthe morning.
